QCWA officials and 
members of the Dallas and Fort Worth Chapters of QCWA manned the booth which saw many 
members as well as potential members as visitors. More than 20 new members were signed up 
during the activities. 


On a sad note, QCWA Director Hal Sears, WSNC, passed away quietly in his sleep. Hal 
served as a QCWA Director and Vice President - was active in QCWA affairs and responsible 
for much of the growth of QCWA in the Texas/Louisiana region. A true gentlman, Hal will be 
missed by his friends, world-wide. Hal was born on a farm near the community of Fall River, 
Kansas in the year 1903. 


OF SPECIAL NOTE - The Board has authorized publication of a new membership directory. 
The directory will include all members in good standing as of December 31, 1989. It will be 
compiled, printed and distributed free of charge to all domestic members in good standing at 
the time of publication - expected to be March, 1990. It is most important that all members 
who may have dropped out be advised of publication of the Directory so that they may have 
the opportunity of reinstating membership before the deadline date, December 31, 1989.
